BULGARIA, THE ALLIES AND THE ENEMY. 


Natarally the topic of the moment ia the ohancea of Balgaria’s 
bowing to Russia's decree or of her seeing the better and following 
the woree by defying the ultimatam, Throughont, the general 
belief has been that abe would not take the latter coarse; that her 
people, being remarkably setate in a general way, would seo the 
djreetion wherein lay their main iatereste and would mind their 
own bueicess, Jeaving the Allies and the Austro-Tarco-Germans to 

* mind theira, For that belief there wera rassons by the ncore, while 
there was next to no argument in favour of the likelihood of her 
adopting s course which woald compel the Entente to regard her 
ngonenomv. To take tho lost first, there are, of course, the facts 
that King Fordinsnd is a German aud that hia consort ia likewiae; 
that acti Groek feeling ie decidedly strong in Bulgaria and baa beeo 
for som? yeara past, and that there are Balgarisn politicians who 
fancy that they see the day when the Twar of all the Russias will 
seek to incorporate the Slavs of the Balkane with hia own people, 
unlesa be ia opposed while there is yet time. , 

Any or oll of these reasons why Balgaria should involve herself 
in a war which could bring her no good sre slender enough, and at 
atime when yopalar excitement was well curbed thoy would be 
Isnghed ot. Against them can be cited such facts aa the undying 
hatred which the Bolgariane must surely bear towarde Tarkey on 
necount of centuries of unprovoked bratality; the national

The 
Government knows, too, that 
there sre scores of filthy, narrow 
alleys dignified by the name of 
“street” which have no right to 
exist and which, in the event of 
an outbreak of fire the firemen 
would have tte utmost difficalty 
in reaching. We don't want to 
see Hongkong run on come patent 
town-planning echeme, but there 
ig a reasonable medium between 
that and permitting rookerics, 
that would be a diegraca even to 
Qanton, to remain standing ins 
British Colony.

brought to see the error of their 
ways, may prove disastrous to 
foreiga commerce,

ecmpanies are now doing well, se 
the celluloid factories in tho 
- belligerent londe are engaged in 
producing gunpowder. The Japan 
Celluloid Company hans now 
begnn to produce gun cotton. 
This of course has reduced, if it 
has not ekopped, tho aupply of 
celluloid, and prices of celluloid 
goodebavegreotly advenced.
